In 1900—so we read—per capita con- 
sumption of chewing tobacco was 2:4 pounds; while in 1937 it 
had decreased to only a half pound. On the other hand: While 
in 1900 only two ounces of tobaceo per person went into cig- 
arets, it had reached 3.6 pounds per person in 1937—and was 
still climbing.

Now we read that the food stamp experiment is to be tried 
m half a dozen cities—and here’s the way it is supposed to 
work: Any relief family may take the stamps—or refuse 
them. A family takes $16 of orange colored stamps and buys 
food and as a bonus gets $5 in blue stamps—also good for food 
purchases. Supposedly, the family gets $8 worth of food that 
eosts him nothing—and supposedly this increases consump- 
tion. This supposedly reduces the eosts of government and 
justifies giving away the surplus food. The merchant gets the 
$8 and it is cash at the bank for him. He, as least, is safe in 
the food stamp experiment. If the scheme works out in the 
half dozen cities it will be national, so we ‘are told. Butsif it 
is a flop—like practically all the other experiments of the past 
few years—-Secretary Wallace can be depended upon to revise 
the scheme—or give us something entirely new again. Sounds 
like another one of those many ‘‘new deals’’ that have. failed 
to work as they were supposed to.

Q—Do traffic regulations deal- 
ing with movement of vehicles on 
highways also apply to bicycles? 
D. D, A. 

A—Yes; bicyclie riders are ex- 
pected to exercise the same cau- 
tion and care as motorists, and 
must obey such provisions of the 
law as may sensibly apply to such 
cyclist’s mode of transportation. 

Q—When coming to a through 
street where a “stcp” sign is plac- 
ed, is it considered compliance 
with the law to just shift into low 
gear and not come to a full and 
complete stop before crossing the 
street? R. A. 

A—The law requires a full and 
complete stop. 

Q—Am I guilty of a violation of 
the law if I drive my car at night 
without lights, when something 
has gone wrong with my lighting 
system? S, A. M. 

A-—Yes, the Vehicle Code re- 
quires that you operate your car 
with lights from one-half hour af- 
ter sun down to one-half hour be- 
fore sun rise. In addition to violat- 
ing the law, you are taking un- 
necesary chances of being injured 
or killed, cr running down a pe- 
destrian.

Q-—-Must movcrists driving out 
of an alley or private road make 
a complete stop befcre entering 
the street cr roadway? G. Y. 

A-—AIl traffic on the highway 
being entered has the right of way 
over such vehicles as you describ- 
ed, so it is necessary fur them to 
stop and not proceed without due 
caution. 

Q—The owner of-a small pop- 
corn shcp near a theatre has 
painted the curb in front of his 
store yellow and threatens to have 
anyone using it for parking with 
arrest as he claims such painting 
is sufficient warning. Is it pos- 
sible for anyone to make such 
rules cf their own accord? R.T.F. 

A—Such a sign without author- 
ity of local officials is worthless 
and meaningless. 

Q—1If a minor boy or girl mar- 
ries, are the parents who signed 
an application for the operator’s 
license thereby automatically re- 
leased from any further financial 
responsibility in the event of an 
accident where there is personal 
or property damage ?—J. W. B. 

A—Not automatically, The par- 
ents should file a verified request 
with the department for the can- 
cellation of the license by the de- 
partment and relief from the li- 
ability. A new license without 
parents’ signature can then be ob- 
tained immediately and the can- 
cellation does not affect the mar- 
ried minor’s record. 

Q—I noticed a load of wooden 
telephone poles being hauled 
through the streets today that 
seemed to be more than 100 feet 
long. That started me thinking 
about the legal limit of length of 
loads. What is it?——-I. T. P. 

A—Provisions of the Vehicle 
Code limiting length of loads do 
not apply to pipe or pole dollies 
used in connection with a motor 
vehicle solely for the: purpose of 
transporting poles or pipes.
